K Old Sol k eeps burning his in­ 
itials in Central Missouri we may ex ­ 
pect to hear the perennial queries 
about the state of Sedalia’s water sup­ 
ply- We have been assured repeatedly 
by the Sedalia Water Department 
that the supply is ample for our cur­ 
rent needs ever since a consulting en­ 
gineer on water supply for the Mis­ 
souri Division of Health issued a 
memorandum to district offices ask ­ 
ing that public officials be warned a 
drought may occur in 19 63, after a 
dry winter. 
It was not meant as a 
scare tactic. 
Fact of the matter is the alert has 
merit whether a drought occurs this 
year, nex t or later. 
Too often com­ 
munities mak e few if 
any prepar­ 
ations to meet water shortages. They 
wait until a drought occurs. Then in 
dilemma people become panick y seek ­ 
ing all sorts of emergency methods. 
Weather 
conditions 
and 
water 
shortages cause many towns to suf­ 
fer serious hardships 
every 
year 
when restrictions are placed on the 
use of water for cook ing, drink ing 
and washing. 
It 
i.s 
estimated 
the 
average household uses from 160 to 
200 gallons per day, about 7.5 gallons 
per person, variably, of 
course 
by 
households and communities, 
Sedalia, forunately, hasn’t fell the 
real impact of wafer shortages for a 
long time. 
Yet, in a 
typical 
year, 


1,000 communities aro forced to cur­ 
tail the use of 
water. 
Forty-fivt 
states have felt the pinch 
of water 
shortages recently. 
Drought 
alont 
does not cause this. 
Other reasons 
are booming populations that outdis­ 
tance water facilities as well as th§ 
sensational increase in home and in­ 
dustry use. 
Most reasonable persons will agree 
that solving water shortages should 
be a top Hem on a community’s list 
of things to do, such as modernizing 
and ex panding local water facilities. 
In this respect we believe 
the 
Board of Public Work s has already 
tak en the initiative to k eep abreast of 
local conditions by consi.slent improve­ 
ments in plant, 
supply 
and 
oper­ 
ations. 
An engineering study of various 
sources of water supply to ward off 
any impending .shortage in the future 
has been undertak en. 
The Board of Public Work s has 
made progress in management of the 
Sedalia Water Department as well as 
k eeping the public regularly inform­ 
ed through the news channels regard­ 
ing plans and procedures to maintain 
efficient operations. 
Consequently public confidence in 
this department has been maintained. 
As long as this condition ex i.sts Seda- 
lians will have little cause to become 
alarmed over .suffering the tragedy of 
becoming a waterless town.

that line our avenues. Watch tour­ 
ists, dressed in their shorts troop 
through 
national 
memorials. 
These casual people may be law- 


abiding citizens, but they d(J some­ 
thing which despoils the sense of 
the heroic. 
Or here is th« clergyman who 
says that it’s all right to com« 
to church in casual attire. 
Of 
course it is. But there is the im­ 
plication that everything must b« 
reduced to the level of the casual. 
When men, in high office or low, 
lose a sense of respect for their 
office, they do something tragic 
to the public they are pledged 
to serve. 
When life is treated with dis­ 
dain, lived only at the level of 
satisfying nerve ends, men ar« 
guilty of living in terms of appe­ 
tites instead of great convictions. 
This is a frank appeal for som« 
Fourth of July understanding of 
the fundamental faith that mad« 
us what we are. 
We have shown heroism on the 
fields of battle, in the arenas of 
technical k now-how and in the de­ 
velopment of democratic institu­ 
tions. Now let us show the same 
heroism as we meet the demand­ 
ing challenges of this time. 
Once more our country can be 
k nown in the terms set forth by 
Woodrow W’ilson, “ America is not 
a mere body of traders; it is a 
body of free men, Our greatness 
is built upon our freedom — is 
moral, not material. We have a 
great ardor for gain; but we have 
a deep passion for the rights of 
man." This is the heroism de­ 
manded of us in this hour.

Cystitis Req uires Fa ithful 
Ad herence to Trea tiuent

Q — I am a 41-year-old house­ 
wife 
My health is good ex cept 
for a cystitis that recurs about 
twice a y« >ar. What ran I do to 
prevent this condition*’ 
A—Bladder inflammation varies 
greatly in severity. Almost every­ 
one has a sensation of burning 
on urination, at times. 
In its simplest form, this can 
be controlled by cutting down on 
protein foods for a couple of days 
and 
drink ing 
eight 
ounces 
of 
water every hour throughout the 
day. 
This much water may mak e you 
urinate frequently, but with cys­ 
titis you do that anyway. 
The 
water flushes out the k idneys and 
bladder and 
reduces 
the 
pain 
cau.scd by the irritating hyper­ 
acidity of the urine. 
For those 
with more severe 
cystitis due to infection, it may 
be necessary to get urine 
cul­ 
tures to determine what germ is 
causing the trouble. This will give 
the doctor a lead as to which 
of the many available antibiotics 
to use. 
If the right drug is used and 
the cystitis clears up in two or 
three days, it is important to con­ 
tinue tak ing the drug for a total 
of 10 to 14 days, because insuf­ 
ficient treatm ent is the cause of 
most recurrences. 
Q — What causes edwtta? 
A — Edema is swelling of the 
tissues anywhere in the body, 
due to an accumulation of lymph, 
the watery fluid normally found 
in tissues. There is always some 
edema with an acute infection. A 
sore throat, for ex ample, may be 
associated 
with edema of the 
soft palate. 
In severe chronic alcoholism 
there may be edema of the brain. 


In valvular heart disea.se with He 
comf>rnsatinn, a person has ede­ 
ma of the ank les after he has 
been on his feet for an hour or 
two. If he lies down and elevates 
his feet above 
his 
heart, 
the 
edema will disappear. 
Other causes of edema of the 
ank les include pernicious anemia, 
leuk emia, hook worm disease, and 
varicose veins. 
Thyroid deficiency or prolonged 
treatment with cortisone causes 
puffiness of the face. Giant hives 
causes 
edema 
of 
the 
eyelids, 
mouth and various internal or­ 
gans. Generalized swelling may 
accompany severe k idney disease 
or cirrhosis of the liver. 
These are some of the com­ 
monest causes of edema. 
Th« 
treatment would depend on the 
cause. 
Q — What is lupus? I hav« 
heard that it is fatal. My hus­ 
band was told by our family doc­ 
tor that he has lupus, but h« 
didn’t say anything about it being 
fatal. What do you think ? 
A — There are two k inds of 
lupus. Lupus vulgaris is a form 
of sk in tuberculosis. 
It 
is 
not 
fatal, as the new drugs used t® 
treat other forms of tuberculosis 
will cure it. 
Lupus Erythematosus is in no 
way related to tuberculosis. Th« 
cause of LE is 
unk nown, 
'I'he 
acute form may be rapidly fatal, 
or the disease may persist and 
become chronic. 
Persons with chronic LE may 
enjoy reasonably good health for 
many years, in 
spite of 
their 
lupus. 
Observing the rules of good 
hygiene 
and 
k eeping 
generally 
fit will prolong the life of a {>erson 
who has LE, just as it will for 
anyone else.

N A WORLD that is increasingly fa­ 
miliar with fast-moving change, one 
of Great Britain’s hallowed traditions 
continues supreme— the snob appeal of 
a very special tennis tournament cur­ 
rently being played in the London sub­ 
urb of Wimbledon. 
OfVicially named the All-Enifland Tennis Cham­ 
pionships, Wimbledon is governed by rules so 
rigid that Gertrude “Gussie” Moran (of lace- 
panty fame) calls the 95-year-old tournament 
“czaristic and a blow to democracy.” 
IMayers’ uniforms have been checked for prop­ 
er starch, and newspapers have been advised to 
capitalize the *‘T” in The Wimbledon Champion­ 
ships. Even today, the 500 invited tennis players 
are chauiTeured in Rolls-Koyces during the tour­ 
nament to insure dignity. 
British society, from Queen Elizabeth down, 
finds attendance a mu.st. Places near the royal 
area in the 17,000-seat ivy-covered concrete sta­ 
dium are immeasurably precious. Box-seat tick­ 
ets are included in wills, and prices are listed on 
the London Stwk Exchange. 
But the pomp of Wimbledon’s annual two 
weeks of tennis is always enlivened by the wild 
ca|H*rs of devil-may-care players. As historians 
note, the first tournaments at Wimbledon’s pres­ 
ent arena were “defaced by scandals.” An Amer­ 
ican, John Hennessey, was threatened with expul­ 
sion for wearing “shocking striped pants” in­ 


stead of the standard white ones. Randolph Ly- 
cett, an Australian star who did not like the tea 
stands, planted a pint of gin on the side lines and 
grabbed snorts between seta. 
Jack Kramer, a Wimbledon champion, says: 
“There are two groups that make Wimbledon 
such a good side show—the headline hunters and 
those hit by stage fright. Tennis players aren’t 
used to such crowds, let alone the king or queen 
out there inspecting them. 
“Just as we began playing in the 1947 finals, 
my opponent and I were told that King George 
was coming out to see us and to stop the instant 
we heard the signal. I was so electrified that I 
couldn’t have played worse if I was handcuffed. 
But it didn’t keep me from winning; my oppo­ 
nent was scared, too.” 
O 


NE OF THE most embarrassed players in Wim­ 
bledon’s history was Nicola Pietrangeli. In 
1960, Nicola became so excited after upsetting 
Barry Mackay of the United States (making him 
the first Italian to reach Wimbledon’s finals) that 
he threw his racket high in the air, shook Mac- 
kay’s hand, and as he pivoted toward the audi­ 
ence, his racket fell right on his head! 
Wimbledon’s most recent problems have been 
good-looking girls and the revolution in tennis 
clothing. That fad began in 1949 when Gussie 
Moran—19, shapely, and courting a movie ca­ 
reer—appeared in a tight tee shirt and white lace 
panties under a short ballerina skirt. When an 
entry clerk questioned her lace, she said: “People 


here see your underwear for two weeks, so you 
might as well have them see something with lace 
on it. Befc,ides, it helps my tennis.” 
In Wimbledon’s bylaws, there was no restric­ 
tion against lace panties, and Gussie became an 
overnight celebrity. The fans enjoyed it, but it 
was understood that Queen Elizabeth (now the 
Queen Mother) would not attend during the 
“panty scandal.” Gussie wore plain panties dur­ 
ing the Queen’s attendance. And she lost. 
In 1958, Karol Fageros, a tall blonde from Mi­ 
ami, entered Wimbledon as the self-styled “Gold­ 
en Goddess of Tennis.” A better model than play­ 
er, she wore a tight knit jersey and gold-lam6 
panties trimmed in black lace. 
The panties were promptly banned. But there 
was no way to stop rumors that Karol, playing 
in white-lace panties, would do a strip tease in 
retaliation. Karol didn’t, but she shocked some 
tennis people much more: she won a match. Her 
opponent, Silvana Lazzarino, blamed the loss on 
the fuss created by photographers taking pic­ 
tures of the anticipated “show.” 
Last year, after two female players tried to 
outdo Karol’s costume by wearing leopard skins 
and mink trimmings, Wimbledon finally an­ 
nounced that only plain white uniforms would be 
allowed. But the whims of Wimbledon probably 
will never cease. Gardnar Mulloy, a star of the 
1940s, had his jacket monogrammed: “If You 
Can't Beat Me, You Need Lessons.” And an 
American girl wore plain white panties—with a 
Confederate flag sewed on the seat

One day at the Shrine f’ircu s 
in St. Lou is, y ears of longing got the Ix dter of my timidity , and I b lu rted 
ou t to an aerialist: “ I’d lik e to work ou t on y ou r rigging, ok ay ?”

He looked at me as if I were just another fresh 
brat, but some of the want inside of me must 
have reilected on my face because he waved me 
up. I was unsure and uncoordinated on the rig- 
ging—but not afraid. I hated to come down be- 
cau.se I thought I’d never soar so high again. But 
another i>erformer was waiting below for me. 
“Would you like to be an aerialist?” he asked. 
“ Before you answer, remember, you must be will­ 
ing to accept rigid di.scipline and hard work.” 
I didn’t hesitate. This was Willie Hustrei talk­ 
ing to me, a member of a world-renowned aerialist 
family and a master teacher. Soon 1 was living 
with his mother in California. The family had 
aerial rigging in their back yard, and for months 
they schfH)led me. Thanks to the Hustreis’ pa­ 
tience, I was able to join Willie in a duo act. It 
seemed as if everything 1 ever wanted was mine 
now. Then after one of our performances, Willie 
slid gracefully down from the high wire and be­ 
gan to w’alk off. Suddenly he slumped to the saw- 
du.st and died of a heart attack. 
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y f i r s t t h o u g h t was that part of me had 
died, too. But circus people have taught me 
w’i.se things. One is that a teacher like Willie never 
dies: instead he goes on in his pupils’ perform­ 
ances. Like generations of circus people before 
him, Willie had passed on .some of his great abil­ 
ity. So I went back to the kind Hustrei family and 
they helped me prepare a solo act. 
Willie had once told me: “If you do things 
right, you will always be .safe.’’ But at the Madi- 
•son show I had not done something right. And I 
had no idea what it was. All 1 Ciiuld tell people 
was that “ I goofed.” 1 knew that was not enough 
for a professional. Somebody would have to fill 
in the blank for me before I could go back up— 
if I could go back up. 
I looked at the crucifix and said another prayer. 
I knew now that my mother and father were anx­ 
iously at my side and had been for days. As I be­ 
came better, they told me they were caring for 


Thunder and also that I had been in a coma when 
Mother Rose gave me the cross; apparently my 
mother described the scene to me when I was 
.semiconscious, and it became so meaningful to me 
that it had become like a real experience. 
I learned, too, that I had a fractured shoulder 
and broken ribs and pelvis. I had slid heels-first 
across the concrete and collided with the grand­ 
stand. ( I never work with a net. Like many aerial- 
ists, I don’t think they help much—in my fall, for 
instance, momentum catapulted me far beyond 
the reach of any net.) My head had whiplashed 
back on the hard floor and had been severely frac­ 
tured. For days I had been near death, and even 
now it was uncertain how fully I would recover. 
For a while that thought haunted me. Then one 
day I told my mother: 
“I’m going to get well. I’m going back up!” 
But my first attem pts to move frightened me. 
My limbs seemed detached from my body. And I 
.still couldn’t form sentences well, much less 
lengthy thoughts. I lay in bed exhausted by my 
first efforts, staring from crucifix to ceiling to 
wall. Then I remembered something else Willie 
had said when we first stepped into the H ustreis’ 
yard to begin my long training: 
“Have faith in God and confidence in people, 
and you don’t have to be afraid.” 
I fell Feb. 15. It was April before I could walk 
much. Meanwhile, 1 was deluged with letters from 
people telling of their prayers for me. Technicians 
from the movie “Jumbo,” in which I had worked, 
wrote to me; so did show-business and circus 
people I’d never met. A little girl in Germany 
sent “the trapeze lady” a colored drawing of flow­ 
ers and explained: “ I do not have much money to 
send you flowers, so I have drawn the.se for you.” 
“Have confidence in people .. 
Willie had said. 
One day a young teacher from the University 
of Wisconsin visited my hospital room. She taught 
calisthenics and asked me about some points in 
tumbling. I tried to explain but didn’t do too well. 
Finally, I almost leaped across the bed—“Oh, if 


I could only show you what I mean!” 
Right then I knew I could show her. My body 
had healed; I could feel its strength and limber­ 
ness as I stood before her. But I knew, too, that 
excitement or strain could cause irreparable dam­ 
age to my brain. I must hold myself back for 
months more. More patience, more prayer. 
Now, however, I had the courage to look for the 
answer to my “goof.” I turned to a good friend, 
Larry Ruhl. He and a long-time friend of mine, 
Sandy W inters, form the act of “Michele & Mi­ 
chael,” a top aerial duo who sometimes perform 
from helicopters. At the time of my accident, 
Larry had been below controlling the lines to my 
rig. Nobody had been closer or was more expert. 
Larry was now on the road, but he wrote immedi­ 
ately to my query. 
“Remember the morning of the accident?” Lar­ 
ry said. “Sandy, you, and I had breakfast. Then 
you and 1 went over to inspect your new rigging. 
I told you it would be a good idea to work out on 
it because you had a new crane bar with ball­ 
bearing hangers. This naturally would increase 
the tempo of your swing. You agreed and worked 
out, but you didn’t try a roll out. 
“Mary Lou, I’ll never forget that afternoon. I 
was holding your cable and looking up. The mo­ 
ment you started the dislocation I knew it would 
be impossible to hang on. I couldn’t look—then I 
ran to you. 
“The saddest thing I ever did in my life was to 
return to the arena and take down your trapeze. 
When I put it away, I wondered if you would ever 
use it again. Now I know you will. A real perform­ 
er doesn’t give up because of a buster, and you’re 
a real performer in every sense of the word. 
“And believe me, you didn’t ‘goof.’ The unex­ 
pected physical force that built up in those ball­ 
bearing hangers was just too much for any per­ 
former to handle.” 
So now the tormenting blank spot had been 
filled in. 
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b o u t t h i s tim e I began collaborating on this 
^story. In interviews before, 1 had been con­ 
fused. I would stammer, repeat, forget. But 
as I worked on this article, I came to realize that 
was no longer true. All the fragm ents fitted to­ 
gether again and I could translate thoughts into 
words. W hat a wonderful discovery that simple 
thing is ! I guess that was one of the tests because 
three months after the fall, my doctor said: 
“You can go home Sunday. You need more rest, 
but you can get that with your parents.” 
And Bill Kay, the circus producer, called from 
his headquarters in Sarasota, Fla., and said: 
“Mary Lou, we’re opening in Eau Claire in July. 
We want you on the program if you can make it.” 
I told Bill 1 didn’t know about that. “Well,” he 
said, “if not Eau Claire, then some other town 
soon after. We’re waiting for you.” 
I packed all the wonderful letters and said good­ 
bye to the many people in Madison who had helped 
me. One of the last things I did was untie the 
crucifix that I had turned to so often. It had been 
part of Mother Rose’s own habit, and I felt it 
must have special meaning to her, as it did to me. 
When I offered to return it, though, she said : 
“It isn’t mine now. It belongs to you.” 
It did, too. Just as Willie said: “. . . have faith 
in God, and you don’t have to be afraid.” 
I don’t know how long it will be before I hear 
the announcer introducing “The Hollywood Sky­ 
rocket.” But it will be soon. Meanwhile, old les- 
.sons have taken on new importance for me.

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FEW DAYS before David Niven finished his 
starring part in United Artists’ “The Pink 
Panther,” he was interviewed on an Italian 
television show. 
TryiriK to be complimentary, the interviewer intro­ 
duced David as “one of the world’s 10 best-dressed men.” 
To the interviewer’s surprise—and the shock of the tele­ 
vision audience— David ripped off his coat, pulled his 
shirt out of his trousers, and pointed at the cut-off part 
of his shirt tail. 
“I needed the material to redo the worn-out shirt collar 
and cuffs,” Niven said, then explained that his reputation 
as one of the best-dressed men is based solely on the 38 
suits he wore in “Around the World in 80 Days.” 
This kind of frugality could more easily be accredited 
to a poverty-stricken actor, or one known for his tightness 
with a dollar. David is neither. One of movieland’s richest 
men and one-third owner of the highly successful Four 
Star Television Company, he drives a Bentley, has servant- 
staffed mansions in Palm Springs, Calif., St. Jean on the 
French Riviera, and in Château d’Oex, Switzerland. He 
spends money on parties and presents as if he printed it. 
Yet the Italian incident shows why David is considered 
hlmdom’s most unpredictable actor. 
It is typical of the man who has starred in more than 
100 films that he worries himself sick the first day he is 
out of work for fear that he may never get another job! 
It is typical, too, that when filming “Around the World in 
80 Days,” he was terrified by the thought of ascending in 
an ultrasafe balloon—but on treacherous Alpine slopes he 
schusses and slaloms with the most daring of skiers. 
Long before he was an actor wealthy enough to indulge 
his eccentricities, David Niven was known as a man who 
could be expected to do the unexpected. 
Born in Kirriemuir, Scotland, 63 years ago, Niven pro­ 
gressed through regular British prep schools and took the 
entrance examination for the Royal Navy when he was 17. 
According to his own recollection, “When the Navy added 
up my score, they suggested 1 try for the Army, so off I

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went to Sandhurst, where I was commissioned at 19.” 
David’s idea of discipline wasn’t generally accepted in 
His Majesty’s armed forces. There was the time in Malta 
when he rebelled against the heavy, regulation steel hel­ 
met by asking a London toyshop for an imitation helmet 
made of papier-mâché. The third time he wore it at a 
dress parade, a cloudburst struck and the paper hat 
drooped over his eyes like an uncooked pizza pie. Niven 
was confined to quarters for one week. 
He was 25 when he quit the service, and the Army was 
not upset. With the first shot of World War II, however, 
Niven left a promising Hollywood career to return to 
Britain and fight for home and country. “As a British 
subject, I felt it was the thing to do,” he said simply. 
It is also typical of the man who didn’t like military 
discipline to volunteer for the Phantom Commandos, who 
were charged with some of the most dangerous raids on 
continental Europe long before D-Day. He also rose from 
second lieutenant to lieutenant colonel. 
There are various romantic accounts on how he came to 
the United States in the first place. Here’s Niven’s simple, 
unvarnished version: “The truth is that I met Barbara 
Hutton at a party in London, and she asked me to visit i 
her in New York if I ever had time. I decided to take 
the time.” 


D 


a v i d a r r i v e d in the United States in the 1930s and ' 
moved into the Waldorf-Astoria, where the price of 
the room quickly exhausted his funds. He didn’t have 
enough cash to take care of a laundry bill but worked it out 
in typical Niven fashion—by borrowing a Rolls-Royce from 
a friend and using it to deliver bundles of Chinese laundry 
door-to-door until his debt was paid. 
Subsequently, he accepted an invitation to visit some 
friends in Santa Barbara, Calif., where he met some Eng­ 
lish Navy officers on-a goodwill tour of Pacific coast ports. 
They invited him to a party on board H.M.S. Norfolk. The 
party got somewhat out of hand, and David found himself 
at sea at 4 in the morning. As a gag, British sailors put 
David aboard the Bounty—the one MGM had built for 
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Clark Gable and Charles Laughton—which happened to be 
sailing alongside at the time. 
By another coincidence, actor Robert Montgomery was 
visiting the ship that day. As a result of a friendship 
struck up that morning—and Niven’s acute need for mon­ 
ey—Montgomery talked him into a screen test at MGM. 
Soon he appeared in picture after picture—always 
dressed in sandals, serape, and sombrero. “It seems they 
were making nothing but Westerns, and my accent was so 
British, they always cast me as a Mexican—without lines.” 
And there he remained until Sam Goldwyn put him under 
contract the following year at $65 a week. 
Niven was so elated at this stupendous salary that he 
rushed to the nearest automobile dealer to buy a new con­ 
vertible—on time. When he drove it into the studio lot an 
hour later, the gateman told him that Mr. Goldwyn wanted 
to see him right away. “He told me 1 was starting my 12- 
week layoff period,” N iven remembered. The car went back 
to the showroom, and Niven continued to ride streetcars 
and buses for another three months! 
Until he rejoined the British Army in 1939 (unlike 
other stars, Niven received no studio pay while serving his 
country), he had appeared in 23 films and gradually estab­ 
lished himself as an actor and a screen favorite. After six 
and a half years of service, he returned, but to his sorrow, 
Goldwyn insisted on taking up his contract where it had 
left off—with five more years to go ! 
Niven wasn’t happy about his roles or his salary. One 
day he stormed into Goldwyn’s office and demanded to be 
released from his contract. As he recalled later, “I be­ 
lieved my own publicity—that I was God’s gift to Holly­ 
wood. But I must say 1 was a bit disturbed when Mr. Gold­ 
wyn gave in so easily.

BILL OF RIGHTS? 


A poll of high-schooJ students revealed a poor understanding of this famous 


document which guarantees our individual liberties; see how well you do on this test

^osT INDEPENDENCE DAY speakers will mention the Bill of Rights. It’s a tradition. But un­ 
fortunately it’s almost equally certain that a large part of their audience will not really know 
what they are talking about. 


Rights, which forms the first 10 amendments to the Constitution, is the founda- 
tion stone of American democracy; it states our essential rights which cannot (or should not) 
be violated by the government or our fellow citizens. Yet this 462-word document is still wide­ 
ly misunderstood 171 years after its adoption. 
For instance, there’s an “appalling disregard’’ for the Bill of Rights in the curricula of the 
nation’s high schools, according to the National Assembly on Teaching the Principles of the Bill of Rights, a 
newly formed 
group of which Supreme Court Justices William J. Brennan, Jr., and William O. E>ouglas are 
honorary chairmen. 
When 12,000 high-school students across the nation were polled by the Purdue Opinion Panel on their at­ 
titudes toward everyday problems involving civil rights, the results revealed a serious lack of understanding of 
the basic document of our republic. These are some of the positions taken by teen-agers: 
— Three out of five students favored censorship of books, newspapers, and magazines. 
— Two out of five said there should be restrictions 
on the right to vote. 
— One-fourth believed the government ought to prohibit some people from making speeches. 
— One out of three was willing to abolish the right of petition. 
— 39 percent believed that a person who refuses to testify against himself should “either be made to talk or 
severely punished.’’ 


The Purdue report noted : “The education of these young people missed the whole point of the Bill of Rights. 
These rights are intended to protect every individual against arbitrary and capricious judgment of govern­ 
ment officials. Any discrimination against individuals is the entering wedge of ultimate tyranny.” 
Another study, covering 1,000 University of California students, indicated that 56 percent of the students 
would deny some accused persons the right to confront their accusers and a similar number would allow some per­ 
sons to be tried twice for the same offense. 
Shocking, you say? But how do you feel our rights should be interpreted today? 
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T o test your knowledge and appreciation of the Bill of Rights, here are 10 questions devised after consulta­ 
tion with a panel of constitutional experts headed by Professor Alexander Brooks of the Rutgers University 
Law School and Professor Thomas I. Emerson of the Yale University Law School. 
T o answer the questions, check either “Yes” or “No.” 


1. In California, a teacher at a junior college was tired 
for “unprofessional conduct" because he wrote a letter to 
a local newspaper criticizing the county public-school system. 
Did the college have the right to discharge him? (Yes) (No) 
2. An American tourist returned from Europe with a 
copy of a book by Samuel Becket. The Customs Bureau, 
which considered the book “pornography," confiscated it, 
although no court had yet judged it “obscene." Was the 
Customs Bureau justified in its action? (Yes) (No) 
3. In Ohio, a police detective received an anonymous 
phone call indicating that a Mr. and Mrs. Smith were dope 
addicts. On the strength of the tip, the detective went to 
the Smith apartment. W’hen Mrs. Smith refused to admit 
him, the detective broke down the door and found narcotics 
in a bureau drawer. Did he violate any of Mrs. Smith’s 
freedoms? (Yes) (No) 
4. Mrs. Jane Brown was arrested on a charge of passing 
valuable information to the Communists. She was permitted 
to consult her lawyer in a visitors’ room at the jail. The 
room was “bugged"—wired with a listening device so that 
Federal agents could overhear the conversation. Were any 
of her rights infringed? (Yes) (No) 
5. During the 1960 Presidential campaign, a young man 
handed out leaflets urging citizens to vote for neither 
candidate. A local law stated that a permit was necessary 
before handbills could be distributed, to avoid littering the 
streets. Was the young man within his rights, despite the 
ordinance? (Yes) (No) 


6. George Lincoln Rockwell, the leader of the American 
Nazi Party, was denied permission to hold a rally in a New 
York park on the ground that the meeting would be “an 
invitation to riot .and disorder." Despite the possibility of 
disturbance, should he have had the right to hold his public 
meeting? (Yes) (No) 
7. Planning to travel in Europe, Mr. X applied to the 
State Department for his passport. His reque.st was denied 
on the grounds that “confidential information" indicated he 
was a Communist sympathizer. The State Department re­ 
fused to reveal its evidence or the source. Under the Bill 
of Rights, was the State Department correct in denying 
the passport? (Yes) (No) 
8. From several clues gathered by police, it seemed fairly 
clear that 19-year-old Joe Doe had committed a murder. 
For five days, the police grilled Joe, kept him on little food 
and water, and wakened him in the midaie of the night for 
further questioning. Finally, Joe confessed involuntarily, 
and later evidence proved him guilty. Had he been cut off 


f r o m an inalienable right? (Yea) (No) 
9. In Maryland, a notary public wa.s denied a commi.ssion 
becau.se he refused to swear that he believed in God. Do 
you think the action against him was warranted? (Yes) (No) 
10. To obtain evidence against suspected gamblers, police 
in W’ashington, D.C., attached earphones to a foot-long, 
pencil-thin metal spike driven through the wall of the build­ 
ing where the gamblers met. Did the police have the right 
to use such methods to fight crime? (Yes) (No) 
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ow C O M P A R E your reactions with the answers on page 14. If you hit at least seven correct an­ 
swers, you have a reasonable understanding of the Bill of Rights. 
“Whatever your score,” comments Professor Emerson, 
to answer these questions intelligently 
requires some appreciation of why our forefathers insisted on putting the Bill of Rights into the 
_ 
Constitution. On first thought, many of us look only for immediate results and don’t realize the 
dangers of overriding individual or minority rights. It takes a mature and civilized people to make a democratic 


system work.” 
Still remaining is the problem of how the Bill of Rights concepts can be conveyed to upcoming generations. 
For concrete action, a recent workshop of social-studies teachers urged these remedies. 
— T o provide basic groundwork, two courses with the thread of liberty as the dominant theme should be re­ 


quired of all students in junior high schools. 
— Throughout the school years, a positive presentation of the heritage, theory, and practice of American rights 


should be strengthened. 
Watching the fireworks on the Fourth of July, let’s not forget what we’re celebrating. Our forefathers be­ 
lieved their rights were worth shedding blood for. As Justice Douglas has pointed out, in recent years we seem 


to have lost some of our appreciation for the importance of those rights. 
‘T h e American people,” he says, “should be re-educated on their great inheritance.”

1. No, A California court held that, under the F irst 
Amendment, teacher« are entitled to the same rights 
of free speech aa other citizen.«. To fire a teacher for 
.speaking out would deter him from exercising his right, 
and the Constitution does not permit such deterrents. 
2. No. Freedom of the press is guaranteed by the 
F irst Amendment. Seized literature at customs must be 
taken before a Federal Court for formal proceedings. 
Article I of the Bill of Rights protects not only un­ 
orthodox and controversial ideas but also opinions of­ 
fensive to prevailing trends. 
3. Yea. The detective violated the Fourth Amendment, 
which gives citizens the right to be protected against 
unreasonable .search and .seizure. A house or apartm ent 
cannot be entered without a search w arrant. And mere 
suspicion does not justify issuance of a w arrant. The 
fact that evidence was found does not make the invasion 
valid. The U.S. Supreme Court has ruled th at admission 
of such evidence in any court, state or Federal, would 
violate a citizen’s right of privacy under the Fourth 
Amendment. 
4. Yea. Eavesdropping on a conversation between a 
defendant and his lawyer is interference with the right 
of counsel, which includes the liberty to communicate 
freely and confidentially with one’s attorney. In a sim ilar 
ca.se, the U.S. Court of Appeals held th at interference 
with “assistance of counsel’’ was a violation of the Sixth 
Amendment. 
5. Yea. The courts have consistently invalidated local 
ordinances barring handbill distribution as unconstitu­ 
tional infringem ents of free speech. As a Chicago munic- 
ipal-court judge put it, “The welfare of the nation is 
more im portant than the littering of a public place.” 
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OUNT TH E FLAGS in your block on Independ­ 
ence Day. There’ll be more television an­ 
tennas, won’t there? 
Count the people you know who have Bibles in their 
bookcases. 
How many men remove their hats when the flag goes by? 
How many words of “The S tar -Spangled Banner” do you 
know? 
How many of your friends say grace at mealtime? 
How many {yeuple kiss, except as a social gesture? 
How does it happen that the simplicity of us has become 
.self-i-on.st ious sophi.stication ? 
Is it as wrong to admit patriotism, faith, and love in 
public as it is to let a petticoat show—or ri.sk .sounding like 
it reactionary crackpot? 
It must be. If we see a family in a restaurant bow its 
collective heads before dining, we look away in em barrass­ 
ment. If we .see a man place his hat over his heart for the 
colors, we grin a little. 
We call such simplicity flag waving. We call open believ­ 
ers religious nuts. It’s acceptable to call another “Darling” 
unle.ss we mean it. 


6. Yes. The F irst Amendment guarantees Rockwell 
the right to express his opinions. A New York court, in 
affirming his right to freedom of speech, said: “If the 
speaker incites others to unlawful action, he may be 
punished .. . but this is not to be confused with unlawful 
action by others who seek unlawfully to suppress or 
punish the speaker. The unpopularity of views, their 
shocking quality, and even their alarm ing impact is not 
enough. Otherwise, the preacher of any strange doctrine 
could be stopped.” 
7. No. When Mr. X took his case to court, a Federal 
judge ruled that he had been denied “due process of law” 
under the Fifth Amendment and that under the Sixth 
Amendment he had the right “to be confronted with 
the witnesses against him.” 
8. Yes. The m urder suspect had been denied “due 
process of law” under the Constitution. An im portant 
factor in the court’s decision was the age of the defend­ 
ant, who was too young and inexperienced to resist 
physical pressures to confess. By excluding forced con­ 
fessions from a trial, police are deterred from using 
totalitarian tactics. In being illegally detained for five 
days without being brought before a judge, the defend­ 
ant also was unaware of his legal rights, a violation of 
the Sixth Amendment. 
9. No. The U.S. Supreme Court found unconstitutional 
a requirem ent th at a sworn belief in God be a prerequisite 
for holding public office. The court held th a t the provision 
infringed on the individual’s right to religious freedom. 
10. No. The U.S. Supreme Court held th at “at the very 
core of the Fourth Amendment stands the right of a man 
to retreat into his own home and there be free from 
unreasonable governmental intrusion.”

Never take the hand of a friend or a beloved and say what 
you truly feel. 
For the days of our youth are gone. We have become a 
nation of careful cynics.
